Four local citizons commissionod 
as Kontucky Admirals

Prepare yourself. This is a 
good and unusual story. It 
involves the Bethel Church, the 
Bethel Cemetery, Medal of 
Honor winner John Rarreick and 
framed, honorary commissions 
received by four Northern Ken¬ 
tucky citizens. 

The Bethel Church and the 
Bethel Cemetery are located very 
near the intersection of Route 17 
and U.S. 27. The cemetery was 
established in 1850. The church 
was built in 1879. Both the 
church and the cemetery fell into 
deterioration. They were neglect¬ 
ed and abandoned. 

Seven years ago four men 
from Pendleton and Campbell 
counties met and set out upon a 
quest to restore these historical 
landmarks. Obie Fardo, Frank 
Hussung, Charlie Pyles and Billy 
Newman, worked for five years 
to save the old church. Before 
entering the building it was nec¬ 
essary to use a chainsaw to cut 
through the front door. Inside 
they found a nightmare of rot and 
water damage. At first the situa¬ 
tion appeared hopeless, but the 
four worked hard and never gave 
up. Now the fruit of their dedica¬ 
tion is a thing of pure beauty, a 
place that makes the community 
proud. 

Many of the tombstones in 
the Bethel Cemetery had been 
turned over. Some had been 
rolled down the hill. More than 


half the markers had to be 
brought back to their proper sta¬ 
tion and reset. Charlie began the 
clean up on his own. Then, with 
the help of numerous volunteers, 
the graveyard was eventually 
restored. In addition to the church 
and cemetery projects the four 
friends have worked to restore 
the Fryer House in Butler, which 
is the home of the Pendleton 
County Historical Society. 

On June 7, 2014 there was a 
celebration conducted in the 
Bethel Cemetery paying tribute 
to John Rarreick, who received a 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
for his gallantry in a 1869 battle 
with the Indians at Lyry Creek, 
Arizona. Participating in that cel¬ 
ebration was Kenton County 
Sheriff Chuck Korzenborn, who 
bugled “Taps” as part of the clos¬ 
ing ceremony. Sheriff Korzen- 
bom, who is a member of the 
Sons of The American Revolu¬ 
tion, was impressed with what 
Obie, Frank, Charlie and Billy 
had accomplished with the 
church and cemetery. The sheriff 
told the group that he wanted to 
honor them with Kentucky Colo¬ 
nel Commissions. The sheriff 
was informed that he couldn’t do 
that, because they were already 
Kentucky Colonels. The lawman 
replied, “In that case I’ll find 
some other way to honor you.” 

At noon on Thursday the 17th 
of July a ceremony was con¬ 
ducted in the Bethel Church. 
Kenton County Sheriff Chuck 


Korzenborn, commissioned Obie 
Fardo, Frank Hussung, Charlie 
Pyles and Billy Newman as 
Admirals in the Great Fleet of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 
The documents were signed by 
Leonard K. Peters, who is the 
secretary of the Kentucky Ener¬ 
gy and Environmental Cabinet. 
The four were honored for their 
dedicated guardianship of the 
rich natural resources, historical 
and environmental wealth of 
Kentucky. 

We all know that Kentucky is 
landlocked in regard to the 
oceans, but these commissions 
involve lakes, not oceans. During 
the War of 1812 Kentuckians 
traveled north, where they built 
and served upon warships that 
sailed upon the Great Lakes and 
defeated the British Navy. 

Sheriff Korzenborn said that 
he was very impressed with the 
historical preservation of the 
Bethel Church and the Bethel 
Cemetery. And in regard to the 
wars in America, the sheriff 
remarked that the family of his 
wife, Ruth Green Korzenborn, 
had served in the Revolutionary 
War, the French and Indian War, 
the War of 1812 and the Civil 
War. “Every time they smelled 
gunpowder they went to it!” he 
said. 

In addition to honoring Obie, 
Frank, Charlie and Billy, the 
Kenton County Sheriff made 
Pendleton County Judge 
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Truck flips over

Falmouth Police Officer Shannon 
Clem investigated a one-vehicle, injury 
accident at 6:21 p.m., Friday, July 18 
on Ky.

According to police reports, 
Joseph Cornine, 18, Falmouth, operat¬ 
ing a 1999 Dodge Dakota, with pas¬ 
senger, Bryan Marimon, 18, Butler, 
was traveling west on Main Street at 
approximately 45 mph. Cornine stated 
that an unknown car was coming east 
in his lane. He had to leave his lane and 
go into the other direction of travel to 
avoid a head-on collision with the car. 
Cornine got too close to the edge of the 
roadway and dropped off, striking a 
large culvert. He then overcorrected 
causing his vehicle to flip onto its top 
and come to rest in the middle of Main 
Street. Pendleton County EMS and 
Falmouth Fire Department assisted at 
the scene. Both men suffered cuts and 
bruises. Corbine was transported to 
Harrison Memorial Hospital for minor 
injuries. The truck experienced severe 
damage.

Pendleton County Board of Education 
approves pre-school program for 2014-2015

Director of Special Pro¬ 
grams Pamela Harper 
addressed the Pendleton 
County Board of Education 
regarding pre-school train¬ 
ing. Because of difficulties 
with transportation some 
qualified students cannot 
attend Pendleton County’s 
pre-school program. North¬ 
ern and Southern Elementa¬ 
ry schools have kindergarten 
programs that serve 5-year- 
old students. Northern and 
Southern Elementary schools 
also have pre-school pro¬ 
grams that serve 3- and 
4-year-old students. 

Not all children qualify 
for the pre-school program. 
To qualify a 3 year old must 
have a developmental delay 
in motor, cognitive, lan¬ 
guage, social emotional, or 
self-adaptive. A child who is 
four can qualify with a devel¬ 
opmental delay or by income. 
Speech or social issues would 
be examples of such delays. 

At present an estimated 
85 students are being served 
by the Pendleton County 
Pre-school Program. Pre¬ 
school operates in half-day 
sessions, Mondays through 
Thursdays. There are no pre¬ 
school classes on Fridays. 

A number of parents are 
not able to provide transpor¬ 
tation for their children. 
Director Harper estimated 
that this problem would pre¬ 
vent 15 students from 
attending the pre-school pro¬ 
gram. Mrs. Harper recom¬ 
mended that day care servic¬ 
es be provided for these stu¬ 
dents. The cost would be 
nine or ten dollars per day 
per student. The students 
would spend half of their 


time in day care and the 
other half in pre-school. 
Transportation would be 
provided through the school 
bus system. 

Director Harper 

explained that day care ser¬ 
vices would include educa¬ 
tional instruction and would 
be coordinated with the pre¬ 
school program. The selec¬ 
tion of day care services had 
gone through the bidding 
process and Harper recom¬ 
mended that the board award 
contracts to the Lighthouse 
Day Care in Butler and to 
the Small World Day Care in 
Falmouth. Harper’s proposal 
was called the four-year-old 
Pre-school Wrap Around 
Program. 

The proposal was opened 
for discussion. Chairman 
Mark Ross was unable to 
attend the school board 
meeting and William Verax 
was acting chairman. Tony 
Spence and Verax had a 
number of questions regard¬ 
ing the proposal. Verax said 
that he could see both sides 
of it. Shawn Nordheim said 
that any money spent on 
early childhood development 
was money well spent. “More 
bang for the buck,” she said. 

Superintendent Anthony 
Strong and assistant superin¬ 
tendent Amy Razor support¬ 
ed the proposal. Superinten¬ 
dent Strong recommended 
its approval. A motion to 
approve was made and given 
a second. Shawn Nordheim, 
Tony Spence and Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Verax voted-(Yes) Board 
Member, Daryl Mullins, was 
counted as present, but not 
voting because his daughter 
worked for one of the day 
care programs. Thus, the 


Four Year Pre-school Wrap 
Around Program was 
approved by the board. 

Shawn Nordheim talked 
about school board training 
she had taken in Lexington. 
Nordheim said that a lecture 
given by a Dr. John Draper 
was very impressive. His 
message was that students 
need mentors or what he 
called (successors) to help 
them along the way to suc¬ 
cess. Nordheim recommend¬ 
ed to the board that a pro¬ 
gram be established that 
allowed students to nomi¬ 
nate guiding light teachers 
for recognition. Shawn Nor¬ 
dheim said that such teachers 
should be valued and appre¬ 
ciated. 

Director of Buildings and 
Grounds Ryan Sergent 
addressed the board regard¬ 
ing the summer cleaning of 
the four school buildings. 
The process was going well, 
he said. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Amy Razor introduced for¬ 
mer PCHS Principal Tony 
Dietrich as the school sys¬ 
tem’s secondary curriculum 
coordinator and Kristina 
Sheehy as the school system’s 
elementary curriculum coor¬ 
dinator.

$10 GED testing available for 
a limited time in Kentucky 


Kentucky Adult Educa¬ 
tion (KYAE) has announced 
that eligible adults may take 
each module of the GED® 
test at the reduced rate of 
$ 10, as a result of $20 vouch¬ 
ers being provided to eligible 
individuals. 

With the use of these 
limited-time vouchers, the 
cost of a full GED® test will 
be only $40. The regular cost 
of the full battery of GED® 
testing modules is $120, so 
this represents an $80 sav¬ 
ings to test takers. 

“We are really excited for 
the opportunity for eligible 
adults to take each GED® 
test module for just $10,” 
said JoEllen Mitchell Direc¬ 
tor of Pendleton County 
Adult Education. “We 
encourage everyone to 
spread the word about this 
promotion. It will only last 
as long as vouchers are avail¬ 
able from KYAE, so people 
need to come in as soon as 
possible.” 

The current version of 
the GED® test was launched 
by the GED Testing Ser¬ 
vice™ in January 2014. The 
test, which is computer- 
based, consists of four mod¬ 


ules: Reasoning Through 
Language Arts, Mathemati¬ 
cal Reasoning, Science and 
Social Studies. This test 
allows for individual content 
modules to be taken one at 
time. According to Mitchell, 
approximately 1627 adult 
residents of Pendleton 
County lack high school cre¬ 
dentials. 

“We know that passing 
the GED® test opens doors 
to the future by helping 
adults prepare for college 
and job training and to get 
better jobs,” said Mitchell. 
“We want as many of our 
eligible residents to take 
advantage of this opportuni¬ 
ty as possible.”

There it was! Less than 
fifty yards from my office 
window! In broad daylight! 
Flicking its ears and flipping 
its tail! Munching on some 
of the prettiest tomato plants 
that I had ever grown! Plants 
approximately three feet tall 
with small, baseball-sized 
fruit soon ready to ripen to 
make bacon and tomato 
sandwiches, our favorites. 

Now these are not ordi¬ 
nary tomatoes which can be 
bought from a grocery store. 
Barry Hisel who formerly 
worked in a grocery store 
said that the tomatoes which 
he handled were shipped in 
green. They gassed them 
overnight and turned them 
red for the customer the 
next day. Not a deep, robust 
red, but a pale shade of red¬ 
ness not eligible to grace a 
tomato sandwich at our 
household. 

The tomatoes of which I 
was so proud and protective 
were purchased as plants 
from a local retailer near 
Falmouth. Mainly Celebrity 
and Rutgers varieties, these 
plants hold their leaves well 
into August and the fruit is 
slightly larger than a base¬ 
ball, but uniform and firm, 
but not hard. And the flavor, 
ah the flavor: exquisite, 
heavenly, “fitten” for angels. 


Killing in my heart 


I enjoy gardening, going 
back to my Father who also 
was a great tiller of the soil. 
And, since moving to this 
fair county, I have had a 
garden every year. And, bat¬ 
tled the deer! I have tried 
stretching a taut string with 
pie pans. I have used “Deer 
Off,” with almost no suc¬ 
cess. I have used plastic mesh 
with some success, but it is 
expensive and troublesome 
to put in place and to 
retrieve after the growing 
season. Last year I used 
“Liquid Fence,” (LF) and I 
thought that I had found an 
effective antidote to this 
overpopulation of deer. 

But not this year. I have 
used two one gallon cans 
and bought a container of 
concentrate and doubled the 
dosage. The information on 
the container says that this 
LF will irritate the nostrils of 
deer and they will pass on 
by. I wonder if this deer that 
I pictured at the onset of this 
article has defective smelling 
or perhaps her genes are 
mutated so that the medi¬ 
cine does not work. I have 
also used a lot of plastic 
mesh and it seems to deter 
her until the beans or toma¬ 
toes begin to ripen. Then 
she has a feast, nearly every 
night. 


What ticked me on the 
occasion in question was her 
brazenness in eating break¬ 
fast in broad daylight so 
close to my domicile. 

Our forefathers had a 
cure for such animal behav¬ 
ior; namely, a dog and a gun. 
I have a dog that is much as 
I am. Physically, she can’t 
move around very well and 
her bark is almost gone, and 
she never seemed very hos¬ 
tile toward deer even when 
she was younger. So, that 
option is out. 

I have a twenty gauge 
shotgun with pump action 
and I know how to use it. I 
thought about taking it off 
the wall that morning when 
I saw fat— eating my toma¬ 
toes. But, there is one major 
problem with this approach; 
nearly any direction I point 
this gun leads to other dwell¬ 
ings or highways where 
humans travel. I could see 
the headline in The Fal¬ 
mouth Outlook , “Former 
superintendent of schools 
kills deer but wounds Keith 
Belcher and David Chap¬ 
lin.”

grave!

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week 



This week, I visited Cen¬ 
tral and Western Kentucky 
for Interim Joint Committee 
meetings to tour drug addic¬ 
tion recovery centers, and to 
meet with law enforcement, 
as I continue to fight against 
heroin addiction and drug 
crime. As I met with local law 
enforcement officials we dis¬ 
cussed the predicted spike in 
heroin trafficking and related 
crimes as the scourge of hero¬ 
in expands throughout Ken¬ 
tucky. 

My first meeting, on Edu¬ 
cation, was hosted by Lindsey 
Wilson College, where the 
president welcomed us with a 
tour of the school and spoke 
about the special role Lindsey 
Wilson plays in the commu¬ 
nity. We also heard from a 
representative of the Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Ken¬ 
tucky Colleges and Universi¬ 
ties who discussed the bene¬ 
fits of Kentucky’s private col¬ 
leges. We are indeed fortu¬ 
nate to live in a state blessed 
with an abundance of educa¬ 
tional options. During the 
meeting I emphasized the 
importance of higher educa¬ 
tion providing the tools that 
students need to fulfill their 
career dreams and obtain 
high paying jobs. 

Health and Welfare met 
Wednesday at the Owens¬ 
boro Regional Hospital. It 
was very telling that in his 
greeting, one of the physi¬ 
cians of the hospital stated 
that heroin abuse is one of 
their major concerns in the 
area. Topics discussed during 
the meeting included the 
shortage of primary care phy¬ 
sicians in Kentucky. Con¬ 
cerns were raised that forced 
enrollment through Obam- 
acare will increase waiting 
times to see physicians—many 
of whom are already over¬ 
whelmed with patients. 

Outside of these meet¬ 
ings, I devoted time to visit 
law enforcement and recov¬ 
ery centers in the region. I 
first went to The Healing 
Place in Campbellsville, Ky. 
Programs here include a long¬ 
term residence, peer-mentor- 
ship, counseling, job place¬ 


ment and life skills training. 
Patients have opportunities to 
work at the home after reach¬ 
ing certain levels and contin¬ 
ue their recovery while help¬ 
ing newly recovering addicts. 

I also visited the Isaiah 
House in Willisburg, and 
Oasis, a women’s shelter, in 
Owensboro. It was interest¬ 
ing to learn about the NET 
Device that the Isaiah House 
is using. NET is a therapeutic 
addiction treatment program 
that is a non-medicinal way 
of helping addicts endure the 
first few days of severe detoxi¬ 
fication. I look forward to 
learning more about this 
method and hope that it can 
be put to use at more recov¬ 
ery centers in the future. 

As many of you know, 
heroin trafficking and abuse 
is a serious problem in North¬ 
ern Kentucky and is quickly 
spreading to other areas of 
the Commonwealth. Visiting 
these centers and meeting the 
dedicated staff and peer men¬ 
tors who are saving and 
changing lives, inspired me, 
and reminded me that there 
is hope. Also, the tours con¬ 
firmed for me that treatment 
including a therapeutic 
approach based on a twelve 
step program, and using peer 
mentoring, is the best way to 
tackle heroin addiction in the 
long term. 


While my Senate Bill 5 
died in the House of Repre¬ 
sentative after passing the 
Senate, I hope that it will 
eventually gain passage in 
order to save lives through 
education, treatment and vig¬ 
orous prosecution of drug 
dealers. It is tragic that the 
House failed to pass this life- 
-saving—legislation. Deaths 
from overdoses are on the 
rise. In 2012 about 19 per¬ 
cent of autopsied deaths 
showed heroin in the blood¬ 
stream. In 2013, the number 
jumped to 32 percent. I 
understand that since Febru¬ 
ary, 60 people have died from 
heroin overdose in the Louis¬ 
ville area. This pattern is 
heading in the wrong direc¬ 
tion at an exponential rate. 

Everyone can be a part of 
the solution by raising com¬ 
munity awareness of the dan¬ 
ger of heroin and by report¬ 
ing drug activity to the police. 
You can also contact your 
legislators and demand action 
on this epidemic and ask 
other people you know to do 
the same by calling 1-800- 
372-7181. Of course, if you 
have any issues or concerns, 
you can always call my office 
in Frankfort at 502-564- 
8100 or toll free at 1-800- 
372-7181.

You can’t predict the 
future, but you can feel more 
confident in your ability to 
face unforeseen emergencies 
if you prepare your home and 
family ahead of time.

• Consider safe, secure 
growth: Investigate options 
where your money can grow 
safely and securely, such as 
CDs. Also look for a bank 
with competitive interest rates 
and no maintenance fees, 
which compounds interest 
daily and allows consumers to 
open an account with no min¬ 
imum deposit. 

• Set up a dedicated 
account: Create a college sav¬ 
ings fund and pass the word 
to family members and others 
who may be interested in 
pitching in over time. Many 
banks allow customers to 
nickname accounts, such as 
“Billy’s college fund” and offer 
the ability to “link” individu¬ 
als to make deposits into such 
accounts for those who prefer 
to give a gift with lasting 
value. 

• Automate your savings: 
Use direct deposit or recurring 
fund transfers to put a portion 
of your income into college 
savings automatically. With 
every raise or bonus, increase 
this amount. 


• Divert unnecessary 
expenses: Premium cable 


channels, magazine subscrip¬ 
tions and fast food costs can 
be considered extra and might 
be better spent when put 
toward a college fund. 

• Investigate all your 
options: See if your employer 
or state offers tax-deferred 
savings plans for college. Take 
advantage of opportunities 
that are right for you and your 
family. 

• Preserve other savings: 
College is expensive, but stu¬ 
dents have more sources of 
money for college than you 
will for retirement, so don’t 
dip into your 401 (k) or other 
retirement savings. Many 
accounts charge a penalty for 
access and you’ll be harming 
your own possibility of a com¬ 
fortable retirement. 

Don’t wait until your child 
is graduating high school to 
worry about college expenses. 
The sooner you start plan¬ 
ning, the better position you’ll 
be in when this critical time 


arrives.

Cigarette smoking among Kentucky 
high school students drops significantly 


Kentucky dropped to 
sixth place among surveyed 
states in 2013 for high school 
cigarette use, a significant 
improvement from the state’s 
first place ranking in 2011, 
according to a recently 
released Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) Youth Risk 
Behavior Surveillance System 
(YRBSS) report. 

Survey results show that 
17.9 percent of Kentucky 
high school students report 
current cigarette smoking, 
down from 24.1 percent in 
2011. Nationwide, the rate is 
13.7 percent. The marked 
drop means Kentucky has 
met its Healthy Kentuckians 
2020 goal of reducing youth 
smoking to 19 percent, and is 
beginning to creep toward its 
kyhealthnow goal of reducing 
Kentucky’s smoking rate by 
10 percent in the next five 
years. 

In 1997, when the CDC 
first started tracking student 
smoking, the rate was 47 per¬ 
cent. 

“When I announced our 
ambitious goals for kyhealth¬ 
now in February of this year, 
smoking was one of the most 
obvious areas we needed to 
address,” Gov. Beshear said. 
“I am pleased to see teen 
smoking trending downward, 
but I remain committed to 
further reducing cigarette use 
among our youth.” 

“The marked improve¬ 
ment in the number of Ken¬ 
tucky high school students 


who report they currently 
smoke cigarettes shows a 
move in the right direction 
toward a healthier future for 
our state,” said Lieutenant 
Governor Jerry Abramson, 
who chairs the kyhealthnow 
initiative. “We will continue 
to work to advance the health 
of Kentuckians through the 
efforts captured and coordi¬ 
nated by kyhealthnow, which 
include a major focus on con¬ 
tinuing to reduce tobacco use 
in the state, particularly 
among our young people.” 

Reducing smoking among 
youth is a key component of 
kyhealthnow, which includes 
priorities for comprehensive 
smoke-free policies and 100 
percent tobacco-free schools. 
According to information 
collected by the Department 
for Public Health (DPH), 33 
of Kentucky’s 173 public 
school districts are currently 
100 percent tobacco-free. 

With nearly nine out of 
10 smokers starting by age 
18, preventing the initiation 
of smoking among youth is a 
key element in reducing the 
overall burden of tobacco use 
in Kentucky. Youth can 
develop cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease, smaller lungs that don’t 
function normally, wheezing 
that can lead to asthma, and 
eventually cellular damage 
that can lead to cancer, rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis, type 2 dia¬ 
betes and a host of other dis¬ 
eases. 

“While we’re pleased to 


see a reduction in youth 
smoking, it’s important to 
note that we still have too 
many youth who smoke and 
others who are exposed to 
secondhand tobacco smoke,” 
said Dr. Stephanie Mayfield, 
commissioner for DPH and 
vice chair of kyhealthnow. 
“The health consequences of 
smoking are seen throughout 
many of the diseases impact¬ 
ing Kentuckians. Smoking 
cessation could significantly 
reduce the rates of cancer, 
cardiovascular and respirato¬ 
ry diseases which are linked 
to tobacco use.” 

The YRBS is conducted 
in Kentucky every other year, 
on odd-numbered years. The 
2013 YRBSS report is avail¬ 
able at www.cdc.gov/yrbs. 

Adults and youth as 
young as 15 can access the 
quit coaching services pro¬ 
vided through 1-800-Quit- 
Now (1-800-784-8669), or 
www.QuitNowKentucky.org. 
The service is free to all Ken¬ 
tuckians and available in 
multiple languages. 

Gov. Beshear launched 
kyhealthnow in February as 
an aggressive and wide-rang¬ 
ing initiative to reduce inci¬ 
dents and deaths from Ken¬ 
tucky’s dismal health rank¬ 
ings and habits. It builds on 
Kentucky’s successful imple¬ 
mentation of health care 
reform and uses multiple 
strategies over the next several 
years to improve the state’s 
collective health. 


Meeting to lift boat motor restrictions on Kincaid 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources will hold a second 
series of public meetings to 
electronically record com¬ 
ments pertaining to a pro¬ 
posal to lift motor restric¬ 
tions on several small 
department-owned lakes in 
the state. 

Department officials will 
submit responses to com¬ 
ments in writing to the Ken¬ 
tucky Administrative Regu¬ 
lation Review Subcommit¬ 
tee for review pursuant to 

KRS 150.027. 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission 
approved the proposal at its 
meeting last month. The 
new regulation will move to 
the legislature for consider¬ 
ation once the meetings are 
conducted and public com¬ 
ments are received. 

A series of meetings will 
begin July 22 concerning 
Boltz Lake, Bullock Pen 
Lake and Corinth Lake in 
Grant County, Beaver Lake 
in Anderson County, Elmer 
Davis Lake in Owen Coun¬ 


ty and Kincaid Lake in 
Pendleton County. Adjoin¬ 
ing landowners and the 
angling public are encour¬ 
aged to attend these meet¬ 
ings. 

Currently, boaters can¬ 
not use a motor larger than 
10 horsepower on these 
lakes. The proposal would 
lift the horsepower restric¬ 
tion, but only allow larger 
motors to run at idle speed 
on these lakes. Idle speed 
restrictions would be strictly 
enforced. Boat motors that 
are 10 horsepower or less 
could continue to operate at 
any speed.

Law requires eye exam for children going to school 

Optometrists provide tips for parents on identifying eye problems 


Notebooks, pencils and 
clothes are at the top of 
most back-to-school lists, 
but a comprehensive eye 
exam should be included as 
well. 

State law requires chil¬ 
dren ages 3 through 6 to 
have a vision exam if they 
are entering a public school 
or preschool program for 
the first time. 

“Having children’s eyes 
examined is one of the most 
important things parents 
can do to support their chil¬ 
dren’s education and good 
health,” said Dr. Elaine 
DeSario, an optometrist in 
Louisa, Ky. “Research shows 
that vision problems are a 
major factor in limiting 
children’s abilities to learn 
and succeed.” 

Up to 13 percent of chil¬ 
dren age 5 and younger have 
some type of vision condi¬ 
tion. After age 5, that num¬ 
ber increases to 25 percent. 

“All parents should have 
their children’s eyes exam¬ 
ined because many prob¬ 
lems may not be obvious to 
them or their children’s 
teachers,” DeSario said. 
“Young children don’t real¬ 
ize that the way they see the 
world may not be the way it 
should be. 

“Early diagnosis and 
treatment can prevent loss 
of sight from amblyopia, 
which is commonly called 
lazy eye. Unfortunately, 50 
percent of all cases of ambly¬ 
opia are not diagnosed until 


after age 5, when it is diffi¬ 
cult to correct.” 

Amblyopia is the leading 
cause of vision loss in people 
under age 40 — more than 
injuries or any other disease. 
However, it is almost 100 
percent treatable if detected 
early. 

DeSario also said an eye 
examination is particularly 
important if your child 
exhibits any of these signs of 
possible eye problems: 

• Loses his place while 
reading, holds the book 
closer than normal or uses 
his finger to maintain his 
place while reading. 

• Avoids close work. 

• Tends to rub her eyes. 

• Complains of frequent 
headaches. 

• Turns or tilts his head, 
or squints, to use only one 
eye. 

• Omits or confuses 
small words when reading 
aloud. 

• Consistently performs 
below academic potential. 

Many private insurance 
plans, Medicaid and KCHIP 
cover these exams. A com¬ 
prehensive eye exam and 
lasses also are an essential 
enefit under the Affordable 
Care Act. 

In addition, private pro¬ 
grams are available to help 
families meet these expens¬ 
es, such as the Kentucky 
Vision Project, which is 
sponsored by the Kentucky 
Optometric Association and 
has donated millions of dol¬ 


lars in vision care. Sight for 
Students and the Lion’s 
Club are other programs 
that can help.

Private loans bridge gap between college costs 


College-bound students 
may be able to tap into 
many sources of financial 
aid to help pay for their 
education, including feder¬ 
al and state grants, scholar¬ 
ships and Federal Stafford 
and PLUS Loans. In addi¬ 
tion, local scholarships are 
often available, according 
to the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

Those programs can 
ease the burden of paying 
for college. However, they 
may not be enough to 
cover all the costs. When 
that happens, many people 
consider private student 
loans, also called alternative 
loans. 


The interest rate on pri¬ 
vate loans will largely 
depend on the borrowers 
credit rating.

The low-cost loans fill 
the gap between other 
financial aid a student 
receives and the total cost of 
education. Students should 
apply for all free aid, such as 
grants and scholarships,

• Be a U.S. citizen or a 
non-citizen with a proof of 
residency card; and 

• Have an acceptable 
credit history or an approved 
cosigner. 

The loans are available 
to students attending eligi¬ 
ble colleges and universities.

Kentucky high school 
students and 2014 gradu¬ 
ates should check their Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES) 
accounts for accuracy. 

KEES allows students to 
earn money for college by 
getting good grades in high 
school and for qualifying 
scores on the ACT or SAT. 
Students eligible for free or 
reduced lunches may also 
earn awards for good scores 
on Advanced Placement 
and International Baccalau¬ 
reate exams. KEES is 
administered by the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

To check awards and 
personal information, stu¬ 
dents need to use the 
MyKHEAA function on 
www.kheaa.com. If they do 


not already have a 
MyKHEAA account, they 
can set one up using the 
“Sign In” button on the 
KHEAA home page. 

Students can verify their 
KEES GPA is correct by 
taking the letter grade for 
each course taken during 
the year and converting it to 
a 4.0 scale. On this scale, an 
A = 4.0, B = 3.0, C = 2.0, D 
= 1.0, and F = 0. AP and IB 
course grades receive one 
extra point, making an A = 
3.0, B = 4.0, etc. The GPA 


is calculated by adding all 
the points together and 
dividing the total by the 
number of credits earned 
during the year. Pluses and 
minuses are not taken into 
account, so an A-minus and 
an A-plus are both worth 
4.0 points. 

In addition to KEES, 


students should check their 
personal information: name, 
date of birth, address and 
Social Security number. 
Students who need to have 
GPAs or other information 
corrected should contact 
their high school counselor.

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New ways to fire up the grill 


Grilling is one of many 
people’s favorite parts of 
summer, but it doesn’t 
always have to involve ham¬ 
burgers, hot dogs and bar- 
beque. There are plenty of 
creative ways to grill that 
can be healthier for you 
too. 

We all know, to be healthi¬ 
er, we should choose 
healthier foods. When grill¬ 
ing, you can think beyond 
the staples by preparing 
more nutrient-dense foods 
on the grill. You can suc¬ 
cessfully grill a variety of 
fruits. Peaches and pineap¬ 
ples both work exception¬ 
ally well on the grill as they 
can be used with meat as a 
main dish or with some 
cinnamon and low-fat 
whipped topping as a des¬ 
sert. 

Numerous vegetables 
can be grilled including 
zucchini, squash, eggplant, 
tomatoes, onions and pep¬ 
pers. Some of these you can 
place right on the grill, but 
for others, you might want 
to purchase a grilling bas¬ 
ket. These are relatively 
inexpensive and usually 
available at any large gro¬ 
cery or hardware store. 

While grilling fruits and 
veggies may sound simple 


enough, remember that you 
can make any food healthy 
or unhealthy by the way 
you prepare it. Good exam¬ 
ples of this are fried chicken 
compared to baked chicken 
and a raw apple versus an 
apple pie. 

Hamburgers, chicken 
and steak are great grilling 
options, but so are fish and 
pork chops. If you’re wor¬ 
ried about your family 
turning up their noses at 
fish that is not breaded, try 
grilling fish they may be 
already used to, like catfish 
or cod. They may end up 
liking it more than the fried 
version. 

Many of you are inter¬ 
ested in getting the most 
from your food dollars, and 
you can grill on budget. 
Look for potential grilling 
items on sale at the grocery 
store. When you find a 
good deal, buy multiples. 
Chicken and less expensive 
cuts of beef that can be used 
over several meals in salads, 
fajitas and stir fry dishes are 
great grilling options. 
When you fire up the grill, 
you can use the surplus to 
prepare all your meals for 
the week at once and save 
yourself time during the 
workweek.

1 tsp. sugar 

1/4 tsp. dried basil OR

1 e gg 

Vegetable oil for frying 
1 tsp. baking powder 
3/4 tsp. salt 

1 (28 oz.) can tomatoes, 
drained 

1 tbsp. onions, minced 
1/2 tsp. Worcestershire 
sauce 

Directions: 

In a large bowl, com¬ 
bine flour, baking powder, 
sugar, basil and salt. Cut 
tomatoes into half inch 
pieces and drain further on 
a paper towel. Add them to 
the flour mixture along 
with onion, parsley and 
Worcestershire sauce, but 
do not mix in. In small 
bowl, beat egg and add it 
to the flour-tomato mix¬ 
ture. Blend lightly with a 
fork. Heat oil (about 1/4 
inch) in fry pan. Drop the 
batter by tablespoons into 
hot oil. Fry until golden 
brown on both sides. Keep 
fritters warm in oven until 
serving. Serves 4-6.

2 cups milk 
1 cup brown sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup whipping cream 
1/2 cup nuts or shred¬ 
ded coconut

Dissolve gelatin in cold 
coffee. Let stand five min¬ 
utes and then melt over 
hot water until clear. Com¬ 
bine evaporated milk, 
brown sugar, vanilla and 
milk Add dissolved gelatin 
and stir until thoroughly 
mixed.

Ingredients:

size) 


• 1 cup white vinegar 

• 4 cups 

Directions: 

Preheat large skillet, 
lightly greased to med/ 
high. Mix all ingredients, 
except for bacon, in a mix¬ 
ing bowl. Pour ingredients 
from mixing bowl into 
skillet and heat just to boil¬ 
ing. Add crumbled bacon. 
Add flour or cornstarch to 
thicken to about the con¬ 
sistency of gravy, and it’s 
done. Traditionally, this 
was served over lettuce, 
endive, or dandelions. 


From year-round calving to a 
controlled breeding season 


Maintaining a controlled 
breeding and calving season 
can be one of the most 


important management 
tools for cow-calf producers. 
Uniform, heavier and more 
valuable calves are key rea¬ 
sons to keep the breeding 
season short. Plus, more 
efficient cow supplementa¬ 
tion and cow herd health 
programs are products of a 
short breeding season. How¬ 
ever, you shouldn’t convert 
from yearlong breeding to a 
shortened breeding season 
without a lot of planning. 

A system for converting 
from year-round to a 75-day 
controlled calving season 
over a period of two years 
presents less loss and fewer 
problems than to trying to 
convert in one year. Here are 
some suggestions for getting 
on a controlled breeding 
system: 

1. Determine the ideal 
time of year and the length 
of your new calving season. 
For example, decide you 
want your cows to calve 
from Feb. 15 to April 30 (74 
days). 

2. Determine the repro¬ 
ductive status of each cow in 
your herd. First, go to your 
record book to determine 
the last date each cow calved. 
If you don’t keep records, try 
to match the cows and calves 
up and estimate their age. 

3. Based on the repro¬ 
ductive status of your herd, 
determine if you would like 
one or two controlled calv¬ 


ing seasons. 

4. Build a good strong 
bull pen or well-fenced bull 
pasture. You may need an 
electric fence in addition to 
the regular fence. 

5. Remove your bulls 
from the herd. Select the 
removal date to coincide 
with an approximate 120- 
day season foi 


tor your spring- 


calving cows. 

6. Sixty days after remov¬ 
ing the bulls from the herd 
(or at a convenient time 
near this date), pregnancy 
check all cows and cull all 
non-pregnant, dry, breed¬ 
ing-age females that have 
been running with the bull 
and all non-pregnant cows 
with calves 5 months of age 
or older. Your fall-calving 
cows have likely either 
calved or are very close to 
calving. 

7. You may want to con¬ 
sider starting the breeding 
season of your replacement 
heifers 20 to 30 days ahead 
of the final breeding date for 
your herd. Most extended 
calving seasons are the result 
of failure of young cows to 
rebreed in a timely fashion. 
The additional 20 to 30 
days enhances the opportu¬ 
nity for these young cows to 
rebreed next season. So, if 
you have spring-calving 
cows, replacement heifer 
breeding season would start 
around April 10, and these 
females would begin calving 
around Jan. 20. This may be 
a bit early for calving, and 
you might experience 1 to 2 
percent higher calf loss. 
Financially, 1 to 2 percent 
loss is easier to swallow than 
a 25 percent decrease in 
pregnancy rate the following 
year. 

8. The second year, fol¬ 
low the same system as out¬ 
lined above except remove 
the bull on the week of July 
20. If you have fall and 
spring-calving cows, then 
put the bull in for the fall 
cows around Nov. 20 and 
remove him around Jan. 20.
